Baker purchased the site 
now held by the government for the 
purpose of building a home on it, 
but suggested its suitability for the 
construction of a rad{fo-control sta- 
tion. The offer was accepted and 
the control station established. 


Roosevelt Signed Lease. 


Shortly after Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur took office, however, 
the Department of Justice, upon the 
recommendatiorn, of one of its 
agents in Porto Rico, began an in- 
vestigation of the transfer.

A revision: of municipal lay, 
which has steadily accrued in the 
District since 1870, much of {it in- 
applicable or only part applicable to 
present conditions, is contemplated 
by the District commissioners in 


their bill for increased powers, 
copies-of which were received yes- 
terday by Senator Capper and Rep- 
resentative Zihiman, chairmen of 
the Senate and House District com- 
mittees, respectively. 

While the provisions of the bill 
have been made public from time to 
time, the co issioners lay particu- 
lar stress upon provisions which 
would empowstr them to enforce 
their regulations with imprisonment 
and which would not bar them from 
dealing with a subject upon which 
Congress had legislated. 

_It is a principle of municipal law. 
the commissioners reported, that 
regulations are not punishable by 
imprisonment unless the municipa! 
authorities are specifically given 
such authority. This authority is 
sought in connection with the power 
the commissioners now have to reg- 
ulate in the protection of life and 
property. The commissioners have 
been handicapped in the past be- 
cause they were permitted to issue 
only ‘‘usual’’ regulations, they re- 
ported. This has put Washington 
in the position of t9Howing other 
municipalities rather than taking 
the initiative at times, they said. 
and in upholding a regulation it 
as been their burden to prove that 
it wads a “usual regulation.”

They eought 
to revoke his lloenwe but the courts 
held that under act Of Oongress 
such violation was only punishable 
by a police court fine 

Regulation of atreet venders 
should be authorized of the ¢om- 
missioners, they said, even if they 
don't have that authority now. They 
pointed out that the courts had 
ruled that they did not have tbe. 
power to rule hucksters from/ the 
streets and as a result portable 
lunchrooms are being operated on 
the streets. The commissioners ex- 
pressed the belief that Congress in 
passing the license act of 1902 In- 
tended to confine the activities of 
hucksters to a house-to.house 
canvas.
